“Really Boss, I don’t remember.” 

. “You are the stubbornest person I have ever known.” 

“O yeah! Take a good look at yourself in a mirror some 
time, especially when you have just crawled out of bed.” 

“I did that very thing this day and believe it or not, I saw 
your ugly mug.” 

(Temperature 160° F.) 

Silence prevailed until mid-afternoon when Joe, after perusing several back issues 
of “Tue FortnicHtty Review,” blurted out: “Did you ever notice the array of 
writers listed under Editorial Staff in the directory? 

“Haven't paid much attention to it. Why?” : 

“That’s the thing I wanted to discuss this a.m. when you were so grumpy.” 

“T’m all ears—shoot.” 

“In the first place, there are two guys who seem to do all the writing—the first 
and last. Then, of course, there is Abraham Lincoln Kesel, the editor. The in 
between writers (so listed) have been conspicuous by the presence of their absent 
articles. Why, I ask you, are they permitted to hold such positions of esteem 
(Ahem!) when they contribute absolutely nothing to this world renowned publica- 
tion? Don’t answer, I'll cover that point myself. There’s an old adage that says 
‘ something about get on or off, or words to that effect, and I think that it should 
apply here. Those listed from the dental schools and clinics should have enough 
material to maké a column at least once each month. As a matter of fact, this should 
be mandatory. The existence of any periodical is dependent on its editorial staff. 
A few guys cannot and should not carry the whole load even though their shoulders 
are broad. There must be certain individuals in this area who are capable and will- 
ing to handle assignments. These men should be sought out by those who are 
responsible for the publication. Excuses should not be accepted. At best excuses are 
admissions of weakness and this rapidly moving world of ours has no place for 
weaklings. If necessary (it should be in certain instances) the men who devote their 
valuable time and talents to writing should receive compensation commensurate 
with their contributions. Why should anyone devote a lot of time in preparation and 
refinement of an article at his own expense and have the editor make him feel that 
he is doing him a tremendous favor by publishing it? If any bit of written material 
is worth publishing, it carries a degree of monetary value. There are rare instances 
where a lot is received for nothing (lend-lease, for instance) but by and large no one, 
not even a publication, receives much of anything for nothing (excepting dental 
publications, of course). Publication merely serves to accentuate its nothingness. 
(Joe Bicuspid is a splendid example.) But wait—we can excuse Joe because that 
happens to be his job. But, as I said before, there can be no excuse for the others 
directly or indirectly; unequivocally for them it should be—produce or else.”
